which is located their local oil dls 
tributlng station for the local retai 
trade. 


Oil Inspector Shaffer testified that 


the oil sold at retail In this locality 
was obtained from the Solar Refining 
company at Lima. 
At Upper San 


dusky, also in his inspection territory, 
they received the oil from the Stand- 
ard refinery at Cleveland. 


J. H. Scott, local agent for Joseph 


Seep, purchasing agency, occupied the 
greater part of the session, showing 
the method of purchasing crude oil 
from producers. He said that the oil he 
purchased and paid for by Seep's 
checks was transferred to the order ol 
P. S. Trnlnor, of Oil City. Pa. 


The trial was begun today by putting 


County Recorder Bloom, of Hancock 
county, on the stand. 


Findlay, O., Oct. 12.—With the Un- 


derstanding that court would adjourn 
at noon today until Monday the trial 
of the Standard Oil company, of Ohio, 
for conspiracy against trade was be- 
gun by the state putting County Re- 
corder Bloom, of Hancock county, on 
the stand. 


Mr. Bloom Identified the deed re- 


cord of the county from which Prose- 
cutor David read to the jury records of 
certain deeds transferring land to the 
Standard Oil compsny. of Ohio. 


B. C. Shaffer, a local attorney and de- 


puty oil Inspector, was the next wit- 
ness for the state. He described tho 
manner of testing oil. 


The Standard, he eald, had a distrib- 


uting plant. located in Findlay on the 
land Identified by the deed record pre- 
viously read as the property of the 
Standard company. The property has 
four tanks, three for that number of 
grades of oil and one for the gasoline. 
This oil Is retailed In tank wagons. 
Mr. Shaffer said this oil came from the 
Solar Refining company at Lima. 


At Upper Banduiky, the 
witness 


said, the Standard received Its oil for 
the retail from the Standard Refinery 
at Cleveland. 
On cross examination 


by the defense Mr. Shaffer said his 
territory as Inspector covered several 
surrounding counties and that he In- 
spected oils of all companies. 


Shipped in Union Tank C«r«.

GIVES SALOON LAW RULING. 


Law is Against the Noise nnd Not 


Against Devices for Making It

Indianapolis, Oct. 12.—The appellate 


court today decided that it is music 
In saloons and not music boxes which 
are forbidden by law. A judgment 
convicting Edward Collins of keeping 
"a Regina music box" in his saloon 
at Elkhart was reversed.

for music rather than the music Itself 
this "would open the way to every 
saloon owner in the state to Install in 
his place of business one or more vo- 
calists to entertain his patrons and 
allure others into his place."

TO EEPENT CRIMES 


DEKALB COUNTY MUHIflCKER IS 


NOAV IN PENITENTIARV. 


Slayer of Woman at Garrett Hopes to 


Wipe Out I'nst in Solitary 


Conflnement. 


Michigan City, Ind., Oct. 12.—That 


he might atone for a misspent life Ab- 
bott Alexander Kendall, who far many 
years has been masquerading under 
the name of Edward Black and had 
been given up fifteen years ago as 
dead by his family, was saved from 
the gallows and sentenced to a lite 
term in the northern Indiana prison. 
Kendall arrived at the prison yester- 
day from the DeKalb county Jail. 


On August 2 Kendall, or'Black, as 


he was then known, shot and killed 
Mattie Cannon in a dispute at Gar- 
rett. He was arrested and locked up 
in the DeKalb county jail, where in 
the months that followed he was at- 
tacked by remorse. 


Repents in His Ceil. 


When the time for his trial came 


along he had resolved to tell the story 
of a life useless to himself and to the 
community. Therefore before a crowd- 
ed court room, while the prosecuting 
attorney was preparing his statement 
to the jury, he arose and asked the 
judge if he might speak a few words. 


The unusual request was granted 


nnd Black launched into a, dramatic 
story of his life, ending with a plea 
that his sentence be made life im- 
prisonment and not death—that he 
wanted to atone for his sins while yet 
alive. 


Black told the court his real name 


was Abbott Alexander Kendall. 
He 


said that he was "a member of a prom- 
inent family in Iowa. 
His father, he 


said, was well known throughout Iowa 
and his brother was an attorney at 
Albia. 


Hides Behind Assumed Name. 


Twenty years ago he committed an 


ndiscretion that so shamed and hu- 
niliated him that he never wanted 
lis family name linked with such an 
offense. He had not been In communi- 
cation 
with 
his 
family 
for some 


months; none knew about his guilt 
and he decided they never should. To 
his end ho "mysteriously" disappear- 
ed and allowed himself to be given up 
for dead. For fifteen years ho lived 
his life under the name ot Black. His 
path led downward and he drifted Into 
ndlana. Then followed the murder. 


"I want, to dlo in Jail," he said. "I 


wnnt to make petico with my Maker In 
he years that aro to come. 
Hiding 


s no longer any use, but It will o»«f. 
my conscience to live tho coming 
>'«ars In penitence. 
When I dio the 


lorror of what. I will have passed 
.hrough may In a measure compensate 
'or my crimps. I shall repent In sack- 
cloth and ashes."

ficial article and thus bring the con- 
sumption up to a high total from the 
first. 
He emphasized the fact, that 


the difference between 
the 
natural 


and the artificial product, was so great 
that any attempt to use artificial gas 
as the natural product had been used 
would prove disastrous, and that, even 
at the very lowest, possible price the 
artificial gas could not be used iu fur- 
naces or stoves or with the old nat- 
tral gas appliances 
for 
burning it. 


Yet at the jl rate he contended that 
any man who could afford to purchase 
a gas stove or a hot plate could afford 
to use artificial gas for cooking and 
would find It cheaper than wood or 
coal at present prices. 


Others in Discussion. 


Among others who participated in 


the 'discussions which followed were 
P. A. Randall and Fred Thieme, who 
were also members of the special com- 
mittee, and who concurred in Mr. Guld- 
lin's. statements, declaring that the 
committee had held seve1-"! meetings, 
going into the subject deeply, and that 
they were convinced that $1 gas in 
Fort Wayne was cheap gas, and that 
the people ought to be satisfied with 
this rate.

LIGHM PLANT 


Outlines Plans at Meeting 


Called by Fort Wayne 


Labor Federation. 


RESOLUTION 
PASSED 


Number of Other Speakers Are Heard 


on the Question During the 


Session. 


Mayor W. J. Hosey. -who during his 


connection, with municipal affairs has 
alwa3rs advocated the erection by the 
city of a lighting plant, was the prin- 
cipal speaker at a meeting of the Fort 
"Wayne Federation of Labor last night 
called for a discussion of the ques- 
tion. 


Chairman J. C. Workman presided 


and In calling the assemblage to order 
he stated that an effort on the part ot 
the organization would be made to di- 
vorce the question from partisan poli- 
tics and asked that no personalities be 
indulged in. 


The Mayor's Address. 


He Introduced Mr. Hosey, who said: 
Mr. Chairman and Leliow Citizens: 
You aro all aware of the issue that has 
prompted the calling of this meeting, 
and I might add that the question is by 
no means a new one in Fort Wayne. I 
responded to the invitation of the Federa- 
tion of Labor cheerfully and I am here 
to perform an agreeable duty. I was 
elected on a municipal platform and I 
propose to carry out the instructions of 
Ihe voters to the best of my ability, and 
I not only regard it my official duty, 
but a clvlo one. 
The municipal ownership of an electric 
lighting plant originated in the city coun- 
cil eight years ago, in 1898, which pre- 
cipitated a lingering and bitter light. 
That flght has been carried down between 
the city administration and the contract- 
Ing electric light plant to the present day, 
jnd during; this period of hostile feeling 
voluminous petitions have been prepared 
and put in circulation expressing the 
Bentlmentv of the signers. One petition 
In particular contained th<s names of 5.000 
or mor« who were In favor of municipal 
ownership of public utilities. In order 
to avoid the periodical occurrences and 
recurrences of these disastrous upheavals 
of the people the city council, as you are 
well Informed, voted unanimously for tho 
establishment of a municipal lighting 
plant. 


It was during the administration of 
Mayor Soherer and without a dissenting 
vote that the council decided to provide 
an exclusive electric light fund, and tno 
earns wa» created without the addition 
of a single cent's burden on tho taxpayer, 
as the tax levy at that time was tl.OO 
and 11.00 is the tax levy of today, and 
It has been no during the Intervening 
years. 


Ample Funds Available. 
Taking a conservative course In the 
discussion, wo have at the present tim« 
J121.4H.91 In the city treasury available 
for the exclusive use in the expenditure 
of on olectrlo lighting plant and of this 
amount about one-half Is Investcdln street 
Improvement bonds bearing interest at the 
rate of 6 per cent Besides this there is 
In process of collection the November tax 
levy amounting to »9.000 or tlO.OOO, which 
placed a ready cash sum In this fund of 
about $130,000. With tho accumulation of 
interest and tho revenue to bo derived 
from next year's taxes, th« total amount 
that will bo available by this date next 
year will reach $157.000 or $160 000. 
During the accumulation of this special 
fund tho fire department has been im- 
proved, the police department has been 
extended and each department of the 
city has been liberally taken care of. It 
might bo argued that this money held 
Intact has not been productive of much 
good, but tho sum has not remained-Idle, 
as a part of It has compounded a satis- 
factory rate of Interest and it Is still (lie 
property of the people, but In the event 
of the failure of tho municipal ownership 
Issue this fall, the money so collected 
cannot revert to any other fund unless by 
special legislation of the general assem- 
bly. 


City Needs More Lights. 
Insufficient 
lighting 
system 
of tho 
streets, demand for private light service 
that It Is Impossible to secure and tho ex- 
tension of the city hy the addition of new 
territory Is tho bawls of complaint that 
prompted the municipal ownership ques- 
tion. At the present timo there are 3S3 
or 384 arc lights, and before the expira- 
tion of the year tho demand may reach 
B90, and within another year the abso- 
lute necessity of street lights will total 
400 or better, at a cost that will approx- 
imate 135,000 or $40.000. On a basis of 
the number of arc lights now In use tho 
city Is at an annual expense of $28 000 
which Is under the contract of 1903, and 
while the city re-contracts annually for 
these lights we are powerless to cut down 
the $70 per arc rate. 


Confronted by these facts and figures 
I am honest in my assertion, and I am not 
afraid to expres» myself, that with the 
current turned on 600 arc lights, which is 
not too extravagant, and with modern 
machinery, economical management, the 
latest and Improved equipment, the city 
one year from today would be able to 
operate and maintain a plant of its own 
and the ono In mind at a cost not to ex-

Why hasn't the administration gone 
ahead? 
Tho city administration is not 


making nn appeal and at tho same time 
believing that tho people do not want 
municipal ownership. If thoro was much 
opposition It would assert Itself. During 
the three administrations that has had to 
do with this question there has been no 
serious dissension. 


Want to Conform to Laws. 
The reason is that wo want to be le- 


gally right, and to conform to the general 
cities and towns act of 1905. passed by 
tho 
Indiana general assembly. 
Fort 
Wayne must submit tho question to tho 
voters at the polls. The municipal own- 
ership of the lighting plant was under- 
taken prior to 1905, when the special char- 
ter was repealed, vesting the power ex- 
clusively In the hands of tho city go\r- 
ernment. board of works and the chief 
executive. 
I am a staunch advocate of the platform 
upon which I was chosen as mayor, and 
so far as I am able I will keep evory 
promise to the end. I believe that the 
electric light question can be disposed of 
in exactly the same manner as was the 
water works question. 
While we may 
not be able to accommodate the private 
consumer with electric lights for some 
time, the paramount Issue is that bettor 
service be accorded the streets, and ulti- 
mately the adequacy from tho prlvato 
consumer's standpoint 
will 
be looked 
after. 
The water works question was 
worked out on the same plan. The-first 
year we had but 300 patrons who hail 
tapped into the mains, but the fire protec- 
tion overshadowed any slight loss that 
might have been claimed. In closing I 
wish to Impress upon you that all my 
promises will be redeemed and no obsta- 
cle can stand in the way of the realization 
of the work before me. 


Meeting Well Attended. 


The meeting was well attended and 


after the mayor had been heard City 
Comptroller A. M. Schmidt gave in 
detail a statement he had prepared 
showing the funds available at this 
time and giving some comparative fig- 
ures showing that Nashville, 
Tenn., 


with a population of 84,000 had put up 
a plant at a cost of $153,000, which is 
less than is now in the fund In Fort 
Wayne. The other speakers were J.

That we, the citizens of Fort 
Wayne, present at the meeting held under 
the auspices of the Fort Wayne Federation 
of Labor to discuss tho municipal light 
question now before the citizens of tho 
city, indorse the action so far as taken 
by the ci^y administration on the ques- 
tion, and we hereby pledge ourselves to 
render whatever aid we can towards se- 
curing a municipal electric lighting plnnt 
and a lower artificial gas rate than niw 
Is offered by the Fort Wayne Gas com- 
pany.

FIRE RANGERS OF CANADA. 


Million* of Dollars' Worth of Timber 


Saved Through Th«lr Labors. 


The Canadian fire ranger goes into 


tha woods about May 1 and stays till 
Oct. 1. Two men are always sent to- 
gether as partners—usually a young 
man and one of middle age. 
Their 


duties are: First, to locate and "run" 
the boundary lines of the 
domain. 


Waging the way on trees and opening 
trails; then they must, "travel" the 
tract once so often, placing on con- 
spicuous trees along the trails and 
portages the government signs, print- 
ed on llnun, warning against the reck- 
less building of fires and containing 
the definite rules to be observed. 


They are supposed to keep watch of 


camping parties and people journeying 
through the tract, to see that these 
rules are obeyed and that the game 
laws are not transgressed. 
In dry 


weather every part of the limit must 
be visited within a certain number ot 
days. When the weather Is wet the 
duties are not arduous, for at mich 
times the forest will take care of It- 
self. 


Millions of dollars, by means of this 


supervision of forests, have 
been 


saved to the dominion of Canada and 
to the Individual owners of its vast 
stretches of timber. To the ]over of 
nature traveling through the "silent 
places" the flre ranger's 
camp or 


shack Is always a haven of welcome, 
for the lonely watchman ot the forest

Add* $20,000,000 to Itt Capital Stock 


Today. 


Boston, Oct. 12.—The directors of 


the General Electric company voted 
today to Increase the company's stock 
from $60,000,000 to $80,000,000. 
Of 


this increase $11,000,000 will be offer- 
ed to stockholders at par at the ratio 
of one new share for every five shares 
now held. About $5,000,000 will 
be 


spent In improvements and additions 
to the company's plant In Schnectady 
and Lyna. It was officially announced 
that the caiptal stock increase was 
due largely to the growth of the com-

by placing an Interchangeable book 
on sale in that territory. The latter 
development came as a surprise to of- 
ficials attending the meeting, as the 
Vanderbilt 
people 
originally 
an- 


nounced that their new books would 
be good for through passage 
between 


Pittsburg 
and Buffalo, 
by way 
of 


Youngstown, and that tho latter city 
was the only point In the central dis- 
trict to which 
the form 
of mileage 


ticket could be used. The Erie also 
decided to issue this ticket for points 
as far west as Cleveland. 


Later developments showed that ow- 


ing to the traffic agreement between 
the Erie and the Pittsburg and Lake 
Erie, the latter would be compelled 
to accept the mileage of the former 
for through passage between Cleve- 
land and Pittsburg. The Hocking Val 
ley people suggested that the present 
form of mileage ticket be modified 
and that the Pennsylvania, the Pitts- 
burg and Lake Erie and the Erie re- 
call their new books. 
This proposi- 


tion was turned down and Interchange- 
able books will probably be Issued. 
The question of a traffic agreement 
between the steam and electric lines, 
which was scheduled to come up at 
the Chicago meeting, was referred to 
the November meeting. 


CEMENT TELEGRAPH POLES. 


Pennsylvania Puts In a Mile of Them 


at Maples. 


J, H. Flaherty, chief lineman of the 


Pennsylvania, and a gang of men have 
just completed the Installation of ce- 
ment telegraph poles at Maples, Ind., 
covering a distance of one mile. These 
poles were made by H. W. Tapp. are 
from twenty-five to thirty feet long, 
nine Inches square at the base for a 
distance of seven feet and tnper to 
six Inches at the top, being octogon In 
shape from the base proportion. They 
have niches on two sides at conven- 
ient distances to accommodate 
the 


spurs of the lineman who wishes to 
climb them and two holes in the top 
for the reception of the 
iron rods 


which hold the cross arms. The poles 
weigh about 2,500 pounds. Mr. Fla- 


harty and eight men erected them by 
means of a jin pole and tackle without 
any difficulty, putting them In the 
sround from five to six and a half feet, 
the depth being regulated by the char- 
acter of the soil. 
So far as known, 


these are the only poles of their kind 
in the United States. The first cost 
was considerable, of course, but they 
will last forever and they are consid- 
ered 
cheaper 
in the long run than 


wood. There were fifty-one of these 
poles erected.

Omaha, Neb., Oct.. 12.—Unarmed 


and unaided, John Wipf, a wealthy 
farmer living near here, pursued a 
burglar In the face of a rain of bul- 
lets a week ago, captured him, spurn- 
ed his offer of $1,400 to be set free 
and turned him over to the author- 
ities. Yesterday Wipf began a suit 
for $2,000 damages against the burglar 
because of injuries Inflicted by his 
bullets. 


The case Is considered unique in 


the legal annals of this or any other 
stats. Wipf, who owns a large farm 
seven miles from Omaha, was awaken- 
ed last Thursday night by a noise in 
the kitchen. Partially robing himself, 
he tip-toed down stairs without taking 
the precaution to provide himself with 
a firearm. As he opened the door lead- 
ing from the sitting room to the kitch- 
en he saw the form of a man disap- 
pearing through a window. In one 
hand the burglar carried a large bun- 
dle containing a considerable share of 
the Wipf household's silverware, while 
in the other there gleamed the barrel 
of a revolver. 


Thief Opans Fire. 


Shouting at the man to stop, Wipt 


rushed to the window, leaped to the 
ground and began pursuit. 
He had 


gor.e but a short distance, however, 
before the thus ordered him to slop 
on pain of death. Wipf's only reply 
was lo continue approaching and a 
second later a bullet grazed the farm- 
er's temple. He was stunned for a 
'moment, but. soon recovered his equi- 
librium and kept up the pursuit A rod 
or more away the burglar again turned 
and fired, the bullet this time striking 
one- of 
Wipf's fingers. The 
latter 


steadily galnod on tho house-breaUer, 


who continued firing in his direction, 
until he overtook him near a fence. 
Although the burglar 
by this time 


emptied his revolver, he continued to 
show fight and it was only after a hard 
struggle that he was overcome. 


Burglar Made Prisoner. 


Wipf 
marched him back to the 


house, where he bound him baud and 
foot with a piece of clothesline, order- 
ed the hired man to hitch a team to- 
the buggy and started for town with 
his prisoner. 


"I'll give you $1,400 if you will let 


me go," said the burglar. "You will 
find the money in a belt underneath 
my vast." 


"That don't go with me," declared 


Wipf. "You are headed for jail and I 
intend to see that you land there." 


Wipf arrived safely with the bur- 


glar and gave him into the custody ot 
the authorities. The prisoner, who said 
his name is John Smith, was indicted 
shortly afterward 
on charges of 


liouse-brenktng and shooting with in- 
tent to kill. Wipf, it is supposed, be- 
lieves Smith is financially responsible 
because of the latter's attempt to bribe 
him.
